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giant pumpkin theft 


Will the Great Pumpkin be on 
hand for the Wilmington Horribles 
Parade this year? 

Backyard gardener Hugh Wiberg 
has posted a $100 reward for the 
return of a 450-pound Atlantic 
Giant pumpkin, stolen from his 
garden on Saturday night. 

Wiberg discovered the theft about 
7:30 Sunday morning. He couldn't 
believe his eyes at first, but it was 
true. It was quite plain to see that 
the pumpkin had been rolled out of 
the garden and apparently into a 
truck. There were tire tracks on the 
lawn, 

The theft has prompted Wiberg to 
make a decision. He will raise no 
more pumpkins in Wilmington 
This is the second time his pumpkin 
has been stolen, Next year, he will 
have a garden in a nearby town 

"My problem is that I'm a marked 
man," said Wiberg, who has been 
growing giant gourds for about 15 
years. Newspaper stories and 
television appearances have made 
him too well-known, He has also 
made several regular appearances 
on the Dave Maynard show on 
WBZ radio, fielding gardening 
questions 

"I've missed planting my favorite 
vegetable," he said. "Next year, I'm 
going to have a mess of peas you 
won't believe. 

For many years, he grew the 
"squmpkin”, which he developed 
by crossing a Big Max pumpkin 
with a Giant Hungarian squash, The 
problem with squmpkins was that 
there was a chance of getting a 
green gourd, instead of an orange 
one. 
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The pastime of growing large 
pumpkins has now become, well, a 
sport. Competition is held at fairs 
in ten locations in the U.S., Canada 
and England, under the supervi- 
sion of a group known as the World 
Pumpkin Confederation. 

Wiberg’s 1987 pumpkin was 
among 28 registered for weighing 
on Monday at the Topsfield Fair. 

It was to have been harvested on 
Saturday morning at Wiberg's 
annual “pumpkin breakfast.” 
Without the pumpkin, there will be 
no breakfast. 

After the judging at the fair, the 
pumpkin is then donated to the Wil 
mington Recreation Dept. for the 
Horribles Parade. 

Pumpkin growing is serious busi 
ness for Wiberg, who has published 
a book on backyard gardening. To 
assure healthy, vigorous pumpkin 
plants, he applied a fungicide to the 
soil a few weeks before planting 
this spring, to elimins 
spores and root chewing insects. He 
also sprays on spring and summer 
evenings to ward off the moth of 
the squash vine borer. 

He has yet to come up with a thief 
repellant, but is hoping to develop a 
few volunteer pumpkin searchers, 
by offering the reward 

Even if the pumpkin has been 
smashed, he wants the seeds. The 
seed for the missing pumpkin is of 
championship stock, and Wiberg 
every year sends out seeds to 
thousands of people

A firing range for police training 
is nearing completion on Abigail's 
Island, off Andover Street in North 
Wilmington. 

Officer Lawrence Redding has 
been developing the range in a an 
old gravel pit which has been used 
as a dumping area for stumps and 
logs. The area has been situated to 
face northeast, with no dwelling 
within a mile downrange. A gravel 
embankment 30 feet high has been 
built, and faced With logs 

Redding envisions the area as 
more than just a shooting range. 
One section of the range is designed 
to be an area for tactical training. 
An officer would have to hit "bad 
guy” targets while avoiding other 
targets. representing victims or 
innocent bystanders, Eventually 
this area will include a small build- 
ing made of old railroad ties, to be 
used for training in approaching 
and entering a building. 

Redding said the range will pro- 
vide a training area unlike any

available to police in the area, 
Currently police must use Camp 
Curtis Guild or the Reading police 
range, which may soon be closed. 
These areas are usually booked 
long in advance. 

The town hired Deloury Con- 
struction Co. of Andover to move 
gravel to create the embankment, 
and break up large boulders on the 
site, as well as to clean up an old 
gravel pit on the island. D.P.W. 
Supt. Bob Palmer esitmates that the 
cost of the work at between $2000 
and $3000. 

The town Department of Public 
Works is preparing signs to warn 
the public of the shooting area 
Access to the area is naturally 
restricted by its being surrounded 
by a large swamp. Only one road 
leads w the area, and it is controlled 
by a gate at the D.P.W. garage. 

Nonetheless, police are caution 
ing the public not to venture onto 
Abigail's Island. They plan to begin

Variances granted for 
for septic systems

Two requests for variances 
dealing with septic systems 
occupied members of the 
Wilmington Board of Health 
Monday evening 
In one instance, Joseph and 
Catherine Murphy received a 
variance to replace a failed septic 
system with a second system which 
technically violates Title V 
regulations. Health Director Greg 
Erickson had some concerns 
because the new, larger system 
would be too close to the water 
table. He said the best way to 
correct the situation would be to 
use a pump system to raise the bed, 
something which is considered very 
costly 
Chairman James Ficociello said 
though he was concerned with 
someone buying the home at a later 
date, he could go along with a 
variance if the Murphys agreed to 
go with a pump system should the 
system fail again. Members also 
said they could use state regu 


SAT tests at 
Tech Nov. 7 


Seniors at Shawsheen Tech 
interested in pursuing further 
education should plan to take the 
SAT (Scholastic Aptitute Text), 
which will be administered 
November 7 at local high schools.

Now a registered republican, King doesn't keep that high 
a profile. But the Dukakis campaign for president may be 
the best thing that ever happened to him, should he be 
eyeing a gubernatorial run in 1990.

Last Wednesday evening was surprising because of the 
small number of people who came out for the public 
hearing on a possible sludge disposal site in Wilmington. 
One speaker commented that confusion may have been a 
factor in the disappointing turnout, as town meeting held 
the previous night had rezoned the same land for 


residential development. 


But it was a different story on Thursday night when the 
eleven o'clock news gave coverage of a crowd exceeding 
one thousand people who turned out to oppose a similar 
sludge site proposed in Walpole. If the Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority (M.W.R.A.) were to compare 
these two different turnouts, they'd certainly stay clear of 
Walpole and start considering Wilmington. But 
appearances can often be deceiving , and though it's hard to 
judge why so few people were at town hall last Wednesday 
night, it's safe to say that the opposition is still alive and 


well. 


While local residents were quick to support the rezoning 
article last week and the arguments of the attorney, 
questions have arisen. One abutter tg the Andover Street 


land which M.W.R.A. has been eyeing, has questioned how 
the residential developers, Danco Development, will 
obtain financing from any bank while a sludge site is 
hanging over their heads. And legally, Danco would still 
have the right to sell their land to M.W.R.A. 

State Rep. Jim Miceli has been active in the fight against 
the sludge disposal facility. Miceli has recently filed a bill 
in the Legislature which freezes rate increases by the 
M.W.R.A. until they have established their plan for sludge 


disposal. Commenting on the proposed sludge site in 
Wilmington, Miceli said, “It's a long shot, and it was from 


the very beginning; but you have to show strength behind 
your view. If you don't, you're in trouble!" As a result, 
residents can still put their feelings in writing, and forward 
them to the M.W.R.A. in the very near future. 


After all, it's better to be safe than sorry, and as Miceli 
put it, "It aint over till it's over."

What constitutes a threat? 


If there is a scare word in suburbia these days, it is "774". The 
term refers, of course, to Chapter 774, a law which allows 
builders to apply for a “comprehensive permit" for a housing 
project. 

The idea is that if a builder is willing to set aside at least 
2Spercent of the units in a project as low-income housing, then he 
can group many of his permit processes into one application. If 
the town turns down the application, the developer can appeal to 
the state Housing Appeals Committee. 

‘The law is otherwise known as the “anti-snob zoning law", since 
it was designed to block wealthy communities’ attempts to exclude 
low-income housing. 

‘The law was passed in 1969, but lay dorniant due to a lack of 
state funding and a stagnant real estate market. But that has all 
changed in the past couple of years. A boom economy has created 
a real estate market where housing prices have quadrupled in the 
past four or five years.

In the town meeting, the developer stated that he never made a 
. threat about Chapter 774, 

He had never stated his proposal as a threat. But his 774 proposal 
was already filed. The message was quite clear: if you don't 
fezone to general business, we'll proceed with 774. 

‘The town meeting did not buy it, and turned down the rezoning. 

Now a Tewksbury developer has concocted a similar plan. He 
has applied for a comprehensive permit, seeking to build 24 units 
on a parcel of 6.5 acres, Of course, the neighbors were opposed. 

At the comprehensive permit hearing on Thursday night in 
Tewksbury, he announced that if he could build nine houses, he 
would withdraw the comprehensive permit application. 

Tewksbury has one-acre zoning. A strict interpretation of the 
zoning by-law would allow him to build probably six homes, But 
if he is allowed to proceed with nine homes, he will drop his 774 
action, 

Perhaps the best way to handle such a threat is to tell the 
developer to go ahead with 774, The town should be careful to 
document the entire course of the proceedings, because there have 
been indications that the state will frown on attempts to use 774 as 
a threat. One official has said that ifa developer attempts to 
threaten neighbors with an increased number of units if they 
oppose a 774 application, then the state will refuse to hear an 
appeal of the case. 

It is quite clear to neighbors of the proposed developments that 
774 is being used as a threat. Hopefully when the matter ends up 
before the state Housing Appeals Committee, it-will come across 
the same way.

Accreditation team 
visits local schools

A 19 member team of pro. 
fessionals has been visiting 
Wilmington's three elementary 
schools this week as part of the 
ongoing accreditation process. If 
the team is favorably impressed, 
Wilmington's elementary schools 
could be the first in Massachusetts 
to receive their accreditation from 
the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges. 

Approximately 130 faculty 
members, administrators, parents, 
and invited guests attended a 
banquet at the Sons of Italy Hall 
Sunday night to welcome the team. 

Under the guidance of overall 
chairman Suzanne McGee, the team 
has spent the past three days 
reviewing the schools in nine 
special areas. The nine standards by 
which schools are measured 
includes staff and administration, 
community support, building 
maintenance, pupil performance, 
and atmosphere. 

In order to see if the schools are 
living up to the philosophy and 
objectives outlined by the screening 
committees, team members paid 


visits to classrooms, interviewed all 
staff personnel, and talked with a 
cross section of parents. They gave 
a brief summation of their findings 
and feelings before faculty 
members Wednesday afternoon. 

According to Assistant Super- 
intendent Henry Dembowski, 
school officials expect to receive a 
written report from the team in two 
weeks. The report will contain 
areas of commendation as well as 
areas needing improvement 
Dembowski said he is planning 
several follow-up sessions and any 
recommended changes could be 
implemented as early as next 
September.

the things that happen in their life. 
Sometimes a negative view takes 
over and crowds out the good 
things people can do with their 
lives. 

Dr. Golub warned against getting 
caught in the "depression trap.” She 
said some disabled people struggle 
with anger because they're not the 
superhuman, Helen Keller type. 
This leads to a poor self-image.and 
feelings of depression, she said. 

Other handicapped individuals, 
she added, deny what's happened to 
them. This denial prevents them 


from reaching their full potential 
and adjusting to their own bodies 
and limitations 

It was brought out that people can 
deal with problems by exercising 
control. The handicapped, especial 
ly, can gain contol over what they 
think and the kind of choices they 
make, Dr. Golub said, For instance, 
one choice could be to come to the 
handicapped center and avoid 
feelings of isolation, At some point, 


she explained, the disabled have to 
come to grips with their disability 
Other ways to cope with 


problems and depression, Dr 
Golub added, is to be a volunteer

KEEP CAREFUL

Interests costs used to be 
deductible for all kinds of 
borrowing, but under the new tax 
law, all loans are not the same. 
Business - loan interest is totally 
deductible, and interest on loans for 
investment purposes is (up to the 
amount of investment income), but 
consumer borrowing, after a 
five-year phaseout, won't be 
deductible at all. And it will be up 
to the borrower to prove how a 
loan is used. 

For instance, if you borrow 
against a margin account at your 
brokers, ostensibly for investment 
purposes, and put the proceeds in 
your regular checking account, 
you must invest within 15 days 
Otherwise, the Internal Revenue 
Service will hold that the loan 
proceeds went toward ordinary 
expenses you paid from the 
account. Business loans are even 
tougher, because there is no 15-day 
allowance; the IRS assumes the 
loan goes to pay the first expenses 
thereafter. 

Two recommendations: keep 
good records and, better yet, keep 
Separate accounts for personal, 
business and investment purposes.

4X4's & 4X2's 
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Tewksbury's Allan Sanborn's idea 


Grab this pillow in a fire 


By JIM ROUILLARD 


Allan Sanborn wants to know 
what a cured ham feels like 

So he has offered to spend 
time in smoke-filled rooms 
without promise of political 
gain. 

Maybe that's why his wife 
sometimes thinks he 
the subject of pillows, 

The 32-year-old Sanborn — a 
leisure-time Tewksbury hunter 
and father of three — js also a 
fisherman and full-time fire 
prevention advocate who has 
state fire officials nibbling with 
interest on an idea which may 
save thousands of lives each 


year. 
The smoke-filled rooms of 
Sanborn's world are not 


political bargain centers — but 
the State Fire Academy's 
controlled fire test rooms which 
serve as mock-ups of what in 
real-life emergency situations 
can become swift chambers of 
death 

And the pillow of which he 
speaks is no ordinary one — but 
a simple, inexpensive device 
which tests indicate can prevent 
smoke inhalation by filtering 
the dense air of a burning 
structure for up to 45 minutes 
and save between 25,000 and 
50,000 lives a year nationwide 
including the lives of infants 


according to Sanborn and 
others 
How? The pillow has no 


valves or adjustments, and slips 
easily over your head or works 


simply by holding it to your 
face, reports Ken Woodward, 
educational specialist for 
California's Center for 
Emergency Preparedness and 
Provisioning. 

Woodward added that the 
pillow can be used to help save 
infants since a person can bring 
the infant’s face up snug against 
the outside of the same pillow, 
enabling both adult and infant 
to breathe through one device. 

Invented by a Missouri stone 
mason after he heard of the 1980 
MGM Grand Hotel fire in Las 
Vegas which claimed 87 lives, 
the pillow (known by the 
unlikely but rhythmical name of 
the “Jalypso filter” ) is filled 
with polystyrene pellets treated 
with oil-based chemicals which 
absorb smoke before it can 
reach the lungs. 

Introduced for the first time 
at a 1986 Red Cross conference 
on earthquake hazards in San 
Francisco, the pillow has been 
tested extensively and could be 
a life-saving device for 
business, schools, hotels or in 
the home, according to the 
manufacturer. 

“It can buy you time to 
escape,"’ Woodward said 

‘Many times people who do not 
die in fires end up with smoke. 
inhalation injuries that require 
hospitalization and expensive 
care.” 

‘The pillow, he added, “not 
only saves lives, but reduces the 
chance of injury.” Tests at the 
University of Missouri, he said

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determined that the pillow 
filtered 71 per cent of the smoke 
particulants which passed into 
it 

Other tests, according to 
Sanborn, were made in burning 
rooms with highly toxic building 
such as vinyl 
wallpaper, rubber-backed 
carpet, pine boards, electric 
cable and motor oil 

Woodward said users of the 
pillow, which can easily fit into 
a desk drawer, can breathe 
normally since there is no 
noticeable change of air flow 

Sanborn added that in nine 
live fire tests throughout the 
nation the filter has extended 
breathing time capacity from 
between 12 and 45 minutes 
and that just a few minutes can 
spell the difference between life 
and death or serious injury 

Sanborn supplied the details 
of a Princeton Township, New 
Jersey test involving four 
firefighters who remained safe 

rather like the three little 

pigs — in their three-story brick 
smokehouse. But only one wore 
a smoke filtering pillow — and 
he was able to stay the longest 

The others wore air-packs 
(self-contained breathing ap: 
paratus) and had to leave the 
smokehouse during“the test to 
change their oxygen canisters 

During the test, bales of hay 
were set afire in the basement 
and the smoke rose upward 
through the stairwells and 
special vents located 
throughout the structure 


Firefighter Jody Gorran said 
that during the 45 minutes of the 
test, while wearing the smoke 
pillow, he was able to walk 
around, climb to the second 
floor, and return to the first 
ay 

“Smoke conditions during the 
45 minutes went from light to 
very heavy. Visibility during 
the last 15 minutes of the test 
was limited to no more than one 
foot as the structure was then 
fully charged with smoke.” 

Gorran said that though he 
could “‘taste"’ the smoke, and he 
experienced a slight burning 
sensation in his throat, he had 
no difficulty in breathing during 
the 45 minutes he remained in 
the smokehouse — and though 
he had to draw deeper breaths 
towards the end of the test, he 
never coughed or experienced 
any choking sensation 

The test was ended at 45 
minutes, not because Gorran 
was having trouble breathing 


but because he was “just get 
ting tired of sitting in the 
smokehouse."

The sage Auerbach has 
written, “Music removes from 
our souls the dust of everyday 
life.” Linda Maxey’s per- 
formance on the Marimba in 
Stoneham last Monday night 
was just that and a very special 
musical treat.

for the pillow by fire chiefs and 
firefighters throughout the 
nation. 

He also supplied the simple 
fact, from the National Fire 
Protection Association (NF- 
PA), that there is almost a 100 
per cent chance that every 
American will have a fire in his 
home or business at least once 
in his lifetime: Each day, more 
than 2,000 American homes and 
businesses are destroyed or 
damaged by fire, an average of 
one structure every 37 seconds. 

Yet Sanborn is not aiming to 
be a scare-monger, though he 
has been known to give his 
family Christmas presents of 
smoke detectors — and he 
makes sure his mother changes 
the batteries on a regular basis. 
It is simply his hope to see the 
presence of the air filter pillow 
become as widespread as that 
of smoke detectors. 

Certainly it's natural for a 
safety and alarms system ex- 
pert to wax heated on the 
subjects of fire and fire 
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prevention. But Sanborn's 
concern goes beyond the 
preventive and the professional. 
He points out that between 80 
and 90 per cent of fire deaths 
are smoke-inhalation related, 
according to statistics issued by 
the NFPA. 

And Sanborn said he knows 
what it’s like to go without air 
for a critical period of time 
While swimming as a boy in 
Hamilton's Chebaco Lake, 
Sanborn said his legs became 
entwined in weeds and he 
couldn't pull free. He was under 
water long enough so that 
breathing in water instead of air 
was his only choice. 

His father saved him — but 
not before Sanborn started to 
experience “raptures of the 
deep,’ the light-headed, 
floating sensation that precedes 
death by asphyxiation and “you 
really start to lose it.” He 
compared the experience to the 
effects of smoke inhalation, and 
though Sanborn has never been 
ina fire himself, he said a friend 
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was — and he collapsed in 
seconds from the smoke, though 
he was lucky enough to be 
dragged to safety. 

Sanborn said he has contacted 
the State Commissioner of 
Public Safety who has 
jurisdiction over the State Fire 
Marshall’s Office — and that an 
application is before officials to 
test the pillow in a controlled 
fire situation. 

In the meanwhile, he has 
volunteered himself as a guinea 
pig in the test — and so we may 
after all, along with Sanborn’s 
wife Peggy, learn how long her 
husband can stand the heat of 
the smokehouse.

triglyceride levels, especially 
the balance between the so- 
called “‘good'’ and ‘‘bad"’ 
cholesterols, is an important 
part of maintaining good health. 
It can help in determining in- 
dividual risk for heart disease 
and in knowing how to avoid or 
lower such risk. 

Those who take advantage of 
this offer will receive a follow- 
up evaluation, by telephone, 
from the NEMH Health 
Promotion staff to explain the 
test results and answer any 
questions that might arise. 

The lipid profile can be done 
any day, including Saturday 
and Sunday, between 8 a.m. and 
8 p.m. at the NEMH 
Laboratory. There is a charge 
for the test

Postal Service. 

This requirement follows the 
Thurmond/Montgomery 
Amendment to the Fiscal Year 
1986 Department of Defense 
Authorization Act. The 
Amendment prohibits a young 
man who is required to register 
from being appointed to a 
position in an executive agency 
at the federal government 
unless he had registered. The 
intent of the legislation was to 
ensure that all men required by 
law to register do so. 

Rep. Gerald Solomon (R- 
NY), a strong supporter of 
Selective Service, introduced 
legislation in July requiring 
registration as a prerequisite to 
employment with the Postal 
Service. Technically the Postal 
Service was not included in the 
Original Thurmond/ 
Montgomery Amendment 
because they are not an 
executive agency of the federal 
government. Commenting on 
the legislation, Mr. Solomon 
said, “If a young man is going to 
accept the benefits of this 
country then he should be ready 
and willing to accept the 
responsibilities as well 
Registration is one of these 
responsibilities."’ 

As of mid-August, all young 
men who are 18 through 25 
years of age must show proof of 
registration before being 
considered for a position with 
the Postal Service. Those young 
men who do not reach 18 until 
after appointment will be asked 
to submit proof within 30 days of 
their 18th birthday 

Along with federal em- 
ployment, Selective Service 
registration has been linked to 
federal student aid and job 
training benefits. Many states 
also require registration as a 
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prerequisite for state student 
aid, entrance into a state sup- 
ported college or university and 
state employment. 

All young men must register 
with Selective Service at any 
local post office within 30 days 
of their 18th birthday. Failure to 
register is a felony punishable 
by up to 5 years in prison and/or 
up to a $250,000 fine.

Alfred Hitchcock used to call 
it a McGuffin. It's that plot 
device used to get the action 
rolling which then becomes 
unimportant to the plot. In the 
case of Like Father, Like Son, 
the McGuffin is a potion that 
allows people to trade minds. 
It's a little trick of the Navajos 
that an eccentric archeologist 
picks up and tells to his nephew 
Trigger (Sean Astin). With a 
name like Trigger, you don't 
expect this kid to be anything 
but wild and wacky. And since 
the script was written to for- 
mula, he’s just that. 

Trigger corrals his buddy 
Chris (Kirk Cameron) into 
experimenting with the formula 
he swiped from his strange 
uncle. But after trying this 
stuff, which is stored in a 
Tabasco sauce jar, on the 
family pets, they just leave it 
lying around for Chris's dad 
(Dudley Moore) to pour into his 
Bloody Mary. The next person 
Dad takes a long look at is his 
son Chris, and presto, whammo, 
they change minds. 

Not terribly original, is it? 
Especially when you think that 
Disney gave us this same story 
10 years ago with Freaky 
Friday. But Moore, Cameron 
and Astin are all so cute that it’s 
hard not to like this movie, or at 
least, to dislike it. Moore, 
playing Moore, is always en- 
joyable, even if his range is 
limited to that signature laugh 
and wry sense of humor. It is 
Cameron who is the real, and 
only, surprise. 

This 16-year-old star of 
“Growing Pains" has made the 
transition from TV to film 
without a glitch. When Cameron 
takes on the mannerisms of an 
adult, you believe him more 
than Moore's twitchy tribute to 
youth. Cameron has an 
economy of style that isn’t as 
apparent on television, but 
comes across smoothly on a big 
screen. 

‘The supporting players are on 
a par with Cameron, as Astin 
manages to be both affable and 
raffish in the buddy role and 
Margaret Colin draws up all six 
feet of her and fairly sizzles.

But hey, the movie is really 
for kids and it serves its purpose 
because it is enjoyable if you're 
young enough not to wonder 
why the plot doesn't always 
make sense. But those of us who 
are bothered by inconsistencies 
are none too happy that this was 
co-produced by Brian Grazer, a 
man who used to look for 
originality in his projects, It’s a 
long way down the artistic spire 
from Splash to Like Father, 
Like Son. True, he did team up 
with Daniel Valdes, so it’s not 
all his fault, but you just expect 
more than foam and froth when 
you see his name. Of course, 
now that he’s producing shows 
for TV like O'Hara and the 
defunct Spies Like Us, he may 
just have lowered his stan- 
dards. Too bad, it will probably 
lower his box office returns as 
well

The men are away, the women

Flash forward to 1987. A very 
good idea has landed in 
someone's head and a movie is 
made about this teenage romeo. 
Information’s not a problem. 
the guy is still alive and 
newspapers and newsreels are 
readily available. You can 
almost hear the swingin’ strains 
of the Dorsey Brothers or Frank 
crooning in the background as 
argyle and acne weds crinoline 
and lace. This is a great idea. So 
what went wrong? 

You just don’t buy it, at least 
not this version. Unless you 
remember Wisecarver or have 
since read about him, you aren't 
going to be able to accept the 
facts amid the froth Yeah, 
there are some funny bits, and if 
this had been made as an in 
dependent cable production, 
you probably wouldn’t think it 


was too bad. But big bucks were 
‘spent, research was done, and it 
feels no more like 1944 than 
yesterday did. There aren’t that 
many original ideas to be found 
in the movies and this one was 
squandered on a mediocre 
production. Just being inof- 
fensive and mildly cute isn’t 
good enough when tickets go for 
$5.50 a pop. 

First of all, writer/director 
Phil Alden Robinson should be 
given a broom and a new job for 
providing some of the dialogue. 
A_ stilted reference to a 
“hamburger sandwich" is 
thrown in as a time frame, 
while Wisecarver’s dad sleepily 
mutters an off-color catch: 
phrase widely used today, but 
not often, if ever, heard in 1944 

It also would have helped if In 
the Mood hadn't been played as 
a straight comedy. The 21-year. 


SEATTLE 
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old woman who ran off with 
Wisecarver had a common-law 
spouse and two children. She 
was unhappy and confused and 
desperately in need of some fun. 
Why wasn't this played up? 
And, while we're asking, what 
was so unnervingly attractive 
about Wisecarver? Or at least, 
as Wisecarver is portrayed by 
Patrick Dempsey. 

He's one of those young actors 
who kinda mugs, kinda whines 
for the camera, managing to get 
under your skin, not next to 
your heart. He shows em- 
barrassment by hunching his 
shoulders over and hiding his 
face, while his passion looking 
exceedingly earnest and his 
casual stances are all delivered 
with the same expression of 
ennui. Dempsey shows a lot of 
room for improvement and not 
much hope of doing so

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Scared to open your closet? Organize it yourself

The advertisement had considerable appeal: closet 
woes would disappear, order would replace chaos, and 
storage space would increase dramatically by having 
closet interiors reorganized with custom-designed hang- 
ing rods, drawer space, tie racks, and shoe holders. But 
the estimate - around $1,000 for two closets — made the 
Boston homeowner think twice. At that price, he 
reasoned, an orderly closet might have to wait a while. 
In fact, the waiting period was brief. A closet-orga- 
nizer kit, uncovered at a local hardware store a week 
later, and a few hours with a Phillips screwdriver were 
all it took to completely make over two closets in a 
professional-looking manner. The product, vinyl-cov- 
ered steel rods and wire, cost little more than $100. 
What is sometimes termed the “ventilated drawer” 
system began to take over the do-it-yourself closet orga- 
nizer market some five years ago, but “skyrocketed this 


year,” according to lan Gittlitz, editor and publisher of 
Housewares, the New York-based trade magazine. 

“Some manufacturer's figures show 30 to 40 percent 
increases over last year,” he says. 

Judith Miley of Clairson International, whose Closet 
Maid line has propelled it to the top spot among United 
States manufacturers, confirms this. So does Edward 
Meixel, head of Wire World, US subsidiary of the Swiss 
company Metaltex SA that helped pioneer coated-wire 

42 years ago. Metaltex is the world’s largest 
manufacturer of coated-wire products. 

As people came to recognize the importance of well- 

i space in today’s smaller apartments, condo- 
miniums, and somewhat smaller new homes, vinyl-cov- 
ered wire products “took off,” Mr. Gittlitz says. The fact 
that they come in “every fashionable color available” 
has spurred the trend, in his view. “People know: storage 
doesn't have to be ugly any more.”

least clean the door. An un- 
sightly entry gives the home a 
strike even before the buyer has 
seen the inside. 

-Remove all smudges from 
the walls. If they look dingy, 
give them a coat of neutral, 
light-colored paint 

-Clean the floors, vacuum the 
carpets. If the carpet is dirty or 
Stained, have it cleaned. If the 
carpet has irremovable pet 
odors, have it replaced. Leaving 
it in “as is" condition could give 
the entire home a “‘worn- out” 
look, 

-Make sure the closets are 
tidy, not overflowing with junk. 
Free of clutter, they will seem 
more spacious 


the curtains and turn 
on the lights. Put 75-watt bulbs 
in the light fixtures and lamps. 
Touring a well-lit home is far 
more appealing to prospective 
buyers than trying to squint 
their way through dark, gloomy 
rooms. In fact, they may 
wonder if the seller is trying to 
hide problems in the darkness 
-Don’t try to cover up defects 
from buyers or from real esate 
agents showing the home. For 
instance, don’t nail paneling 
over a wall stained by plumbing 
leaks that need repair. If a 
major fault exists that you don’t 
intend to correct, call it to the 
agent’s attention. Otherwise, 
you could later be held liable by 


the buyer for repairing the 
defect and the resulting 
problems. If the prospective 
buyer likes everything else, the 
fault might not be perceived as 
a serious drawback. Your 
forthrightness will be ap- 
preciated. 

Scrub, polish and tidy up as 
though you were expecting 
guests. You don’t want the 
home shown with unmade beds, 
dirty dishes in the sink or a ring 
around the bath tub. 

-If possible, take the children 
— and the pets — and leave 
before prospects come with a 
real estate agent to view the 
home. Generally, people will 
not take their time looking if the

seller is on their heels touting 
the home’s amenities. They 
may not notice the den’s built-in 
bookcases if they have to step 
around the kids playing, or if 
they have to get past a growling 
dog. And, if they miss assets the 
first time, they may not be back 
for a second showing 

If you or other family 
members won't be there, but 
the pet will, at least make 
certain the pet is secured, 
perhaps outside or in the 
garage, so it will not bother 
prospective buyers. 

-If it is impossible for you to 
leave before a showing, refrain 
from following the buyers 
around. Don’t try to sell the 


furniture as well as the house, 
unless you are including it in the 
sale price. Comments such as 
“I'm selling the sofa at a yard 
sale next week’’ tend to take 
away from the purpose of the 
showing. The prospects are 
interested in your home, not 
your furniture. 

Finally, let your real estate 
agent do the negotiating. A 
professional does not have an 
emotional attachment to the 
home, and likely is more 
capable of reasoning ob- 
jectively with the buyer. In 
doing so, the agent can 
knowledgeably discuss price, 
terms, possession and other 
factors on your behalf
